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1) Paul Rader, an evangelist, told the story about a dear old saint of 
God who lived in a grove. He owned a bubbling spring of water 
bordering the roadside. The old man loved the Lord and walked 
with God daily. He was crippled and unable to do things that 
required physical strength. He had to sit the weary days in his home 
in the grove. Yet, he had a great desire to do something for others, 
yet because of his physical condition he felt there was not much he 
could do. Tears would run down his face as he thought of how little 
he could do to reach others for Christ. One night in prayer the Spirit 
of God lifted the heavy burden of his heart and said, "Stay! Stay by 
the road. There are many sinners there." The old saint of God had 
the spring dug out by the side of the road, and with rock selected 
from the brook, built up walls around the side and hung a dipper to 
a chain. Behind the spring, he had a rustic seat circling temptingly 
around the spring. Daily the old man sat in the rustic seat and 
greeted the passersby. When the stopped to get a drink of water, 
he would engage in conversation with them. He would offer them a 
seat in the shade and then would tell them the story of Jesus. Day 
after day he went on with this ministry until literally hundreds and 
thousands had heard the Gospel through the lips of the old man 
sitting by the spring at the side of the road.

For God, who 
commanded the light to shine out of darkness, hath shined in 
our hearts, to give the light of the knowledge of the glory of God 
in the face of Jesus Christ. 

2) ...cry for mercy. Psalms 102:17 He will regard the prayer of the 
destitute, and not despise their prayer. 

3) Ephesians 4:22-24 That ye put off concerning the former 
conversation the old man, which is corrupt according to the 
deceitful lusts; And be renewed in the spirit of your mind; And 
that ye put on the new man, which after God is created in 
righteousness and true holiness. Like the old song says: /'// tell 
you the best thing, I ever did do, I took off the old coat, And put 
on the new... 

4) John 6:37 All that the Father giveth me shall come to me; and 
him that cometh to me I will in no wise cast out. 

5) "...himself and give evidence of His own faith. What did he really 
believe Jesus could do for him?" Romans 10:13 For whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the Lord shall be saved. 
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1) ...to the end of your self like old Bartimaeus here, you are bound 
to have a happy ending.
